Gettysburg borough council, m eet­ 
ing Monday evening in its cham ­ 
bers in the engine house on E. 
Middle St., authorized the borough 
treasurer to borrow up to $6,000 
to carry the town through until it 
begins to receive 1958 taxes. 
W ith $7,761.20 on hand Monday, 
council anticipated th a t some deficit 
financing may be needed before 
"early payers” begin to send 1958 
taxes in to the tax collector. 
The authorization was given when 
Treasurer John H. Basehore told 
council he could anticipate no large 
sums to be paid into the treasury 
before the end of the m onth, and 
the iinance com m ittee report showed 
th a t ''we'll be paying a lot of last 
month's bills this m onth because 
many of these bills are for a two- 
m onth period.” 
1st Time In Decade 
Normally the town spends any­ 
where 
from 
$7,000 
to 
$11,000 a 
month to carry on its operations. 
When tile borough borrows money 
this m onth it will mark the first 
such deficit financing in about ten 
years. 
Treasurer Basehore said only $67.39 
in taxes was received by the borough 
during the last m onth but th a t "if 
people follow norm al custom, a lot 
will be paying their 1958 taxes next 
m onth.” 
Tho 
treasurer's 
report 
showed 
Gettysburg entered March with a 
balance of $11,371.89 and income 
during the. m onth totaled $3,562.21 
including $1.014 93 from the bur­ 
gess. $2,412.92 from the meter fund, 
$64 
rom justices of the peace, $3 
miscellaneous and the $67.39 from 
the tax collector. 
Expenditures totaled $7.172 90 in­ 
cluding $769 65 for general govern-
